Rrorn  the  foregoing  tables  it  v/ill  be  seen  that  the  Birth  Rate 
continues  to  shov;  a steady  decline  and  that  there  has  been  an  appreciable  fall 
in  the  Death  Rate  in  1953,  The  Infant  Mortality  rate  shows  a sharp  rise  for 
the  first  time  since  1949, 
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SEWAGE  vVOHKS. 


Some  progress  in  the  way  of  improvements  has  been  made 
during  the  year. 

The  Tidesv/ell  Sewage  Works  were  comple-ced  and,  after  some 
initial  fault  in  the  filter  beds  was  rectified,  are  proving  satisfactory. 

Plans  for  the  improvement  at  Hathersago  have  been  drr.wn  up. 

At  'Whoston,  the  joint  scheme  in  conjunction  with  the  Derbyshire 
County  Coimcil  has  boon  completed. 


HOUSING. 


It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  the  number  of  houses  built 
by  tie  Council  has  increased  by  11  - 50  as  against  39  in  1952,

•WATER  SUPPLIES, 


Supplies  to  all  districts  wore  maintained  throughout  the  year 
except  for  the  normal  reduced  supplies  at  Taddington  and  Oielmorton 
when  spring  flow  has  boon  insufficient.  Breakdowns  in  pumping  have 
only  seriously  affected  the  villages  of  Sheldon  whore  water  carting  was 
carried  out. 


Improvements  have  been  made  in  several  villages  where  old 
mains  and  unsatisfactory  service  pipes  were  restricting  supplies, 

yfork  on  the  construction  of  pumping  stations  and  reservoirs 
for  the  Aim  a Water  Scheme  v/as  started  during  the  year  but  no  benefit 
from  it  wall  occur  until  next  year  when  laying  of  mains  is  started.

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  a decrease  in  the  numbers  notified 
during  the  year  - 7 of  pulmonary  and  2 of  other  forms. 

The  wtht-r  Infectious  Diseases  were  occuring  in  the  usual  numbers 
with  the  exception  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  which  declined  as  the  "wave" 
affecting  the  wh:le  country  recoded. 

It  is  very  notev/orthy  that  nothing  like  reasonable  advantage  is 
being  taken  of  the  facilities  for  the  protection  of  children  against  Diphtheria^ 
Evidence  of  its  efficiency  is  nev/  over\i/hcLming,  Nogloct  to  immunise  more 
children  thah  at  present  must  inevitably  result  in  a return  of  this  dread 
disease.
